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REMARKS-General 



1 . The original claims 1 to 41 were cancelled. The newly drafted independent claim 
42 incorporates all structural limitations of the original claim 1 and includes further 
limitations previously brought forth in the disclosure. No new matter has been included. 
All new claims 42-51 are submitted to be of sufficient clarity and detail to enable a 
person of average skill In the art to make and use the instant invention, so as to be 
pursuant to 35 USC 112. 

2. The applicant respectfully submits that a Revocation of Prior Powers was 
submitted on October 13, 2004 to revoke all powers of attorney previously given and 
appoint Raymond Y. Chan. Reg. No. 37,484, to prosecute and transact all business in 
the Patent and Trademark Office connected with this application. Please send 
correspondence to Raymond Y. Chan, 108 N. Ynez Ave., Suite 128, Monterey Pari<, CA 
91754.
